In America our so-called social security 
legislation is an important indication 
of the drift away from the enterprise 
system toward a collectivist security 
system with concentration of author­ 
ity in a central Federal government.

"Under un 
checked government operation It is an 
inescapable tendency of every

rency to depreciate and for credit to 
expand. However much it may be In 
the interest of the nation, deflation is 
too dangerous politically for any gov­ 
ernm ent to undertake it deliberately.
